W a s h i n g t o n , M arch 19.—T here was 
no Sabbath quiet a t the Capitol yester­ 
day, because the dem ocratic m ajority 
on the finance com m ittee w as there' 
w orking over the tariff. 
Some of the 
discussion was over sugar some over the 
bonded period, some over the proposed 
abrogation of the H aw aiian reciprocity 
treaty, b u t more of it over various 
schedules and the valuation of pack­ 
ages in the adm inistrative sections. 
The 
statem ent 
given out is th a t 
m ost 
of 
the 
differences 
w ere 
harm onized and th a t th e m ajority 
w ill be able to present m any of the 
com pleted schedules to th e full com­ 
m ittee to-day. 
Chairm an Voorhees is 
still confident th a t the revised bill 
can be put into th e senate to-m orrow 
afternoon, or a t the latest W ednesday 
m orning. 
Since the understanding 
has been reached th a t the bill is not 
to be called up till A pril 2 the repub­ 
lican m em bers w ill join w ith the m a­ 
jority in g ettin g j.t out of th e com m it­ 
tee a t the earliest possible date. 
Most of Senator Allison’s am end­ 
m ents in the adm inistrative sections 
have been adopted by the m ajority. 
T here is still some contention over the 
valuation to be placed on packages or 
coverings. Senator Allison has pointed 
o ut th a t the provision in the house bill 
caused g reat frauds under the tariff of 
1893, w hereas the section of the Mc­ 
Kinley law relatin g to custom s have, 
it is said, been satisfactorily adm inis­ 
tered.

None of thuse in the boat 
would give any details or explanation 
of how the accident occurred. 
Men from the life-saving station 
have gone to the scene of the accident 
to give w hatever assistance they may 
be called upon to render. 
It is not be­ 
lieved, however, th a t their assistance 
w ill be required. The steam er can n o t 
be seen well from the shore, but to all 
appearances she is not h a rd aground 
and is resting easily'. 
U ntil the fog 
lifts it w ill be im possible to describe 
her exact position. 
La B retagne is a 
four-m asted vessel of 6,985 tons gross 
and 4,142 tons net. 
She is 46^: feet 5 
inches long; 52 feet beam and 37 feet 
8 inches depth of hold.

SAYS THE SCHOOL 
IS LARGE ENOUGH. 


B . B. ELDREDGE DECLARES THE 
CITY N E E D N ’T BUILD. 


Present Structure Cannot Be Used for 
Anything Except High School Pur­ 
poses and Janesville Cannot Afford 
to 
Let 
the 
Land 
Revert to the 
County.

E d it o r G a z e t t e : Your notice p u b ­ 
lished on 
the 
12th instant, head­ 
ed “ New High School” is misleading 
rather than instructive on the sub­ 
jects under consideration at the citi­ 
z en s’ m eeting therein referred to. I 
was present at such m eeting and cog­ 
nizant of all the pertinent facts pre­ 
sented and their bearing. 
As respects 
the number present, including those 
drawn 
there having other motives 
than the consideration of the proposed 
school question, was not at all gratify­ 
in g to me, at least, having at all 
tim es taken a lively interest in educa­ 
tional facilities. 
In fact the sparsity 
of the attendance was evidence to me, 
either of a great lack of interest on 
the subject, or that the people had 
surfeited of the periodical agitation of 
th is subject on occasions ever incident 
to the advent of a new supervision of 
our schools, and laudable ambition 
thereof, or otherwise, of achievements 
surpassing 
all predecessors. 
The 
proposition is: shall not the ensuing 
charter 
election vote to authorize 
those having charge of the matter to 
create an indebtedness lor us to pay 
o f fifty thousand dollars for erecting 
and equipment of a new high school 
building, and the 
sub-propositions 
th a t the site of the high school be 
transferred to a point in Lane's subdi­ 
vision of lot 176, at the intersection of 
H igh and Dodge streets, in the Fourth 
ward, and that the present high school 
building be hereafter devoted to the 
u ses and purposes of a district school 
to r the Third ward. 
At the m eeting many and various 
reasons of more or less importance 
were advanced in favor of these prop­ 
ositions to which I shall hereinafter 
refer. 
And the follow ing facts were 
also developed, to w it : 
1. 
That the present high school 
site in the year 1837 was conveyed by 
Bock county to the city of 
Janesville 
“ for the use and purpose of erecting 
thereon public school buildings other 
than for district or union schools by 
the city 
of Janesville, and 
for no 
other use whatsoever;” and “ that in 
case the said city shall not proceed in 
good faith to erect the public schoo 
buildings above set forth, w ithin five 
years from date, then the 6aid block 
shall remain county property.” 
2. 
At this time there are 
in the 
city, including the high school build­ 
ing, seven public school buildings, to 
wit: the high school building, a dis­ 
trict schoool building in the First 
ward, a district school building in the 
Second ward, 
two district 
school 
buildings in the Fourth ward and two 
district school buildings in the F ifth 
ward. 
3. 
The average number of pupils 
at this time attending the high school 
department is from 200 to 220 of 
which number some fifteen are not 
residents of the city. 
I. 
The high school building is also, 
at this time, devoted in part to the 
uses of a district school for the Third 
whrd. 
And that the average number 
of pupils of such school in attendance 
is about 330, and is greater than the 
like attendance of any other district 
school in the city. 
And also that 
this building is the only one of the 
city schools in any manner crowded. 
On the contrary the First ward dis­ 
trict building can accommodate more 
pupils than now in attendance there. 
5. 
It was claimed by those favor­ 
ing the propositions, 
including the 
creation, at this tim e of this large in­ 
debtedness by the city, 
and as an 
argument therefore 
that the high 
school building was not sanitary and 
w as in a manner inaccessible, by reas­ 
on of its location on elevated grounds, 
and therefore the site for high school 
purposes should be changed to the 
low grounds mentioned. 
6 . 
It appeared that 
the 
high 
school building, is now, so far as 
space is concerned, sufficient to accom­ 
modate four hundred high school pu 
pils. 
And that it could be rendered 
sanitary and in all respects suitable 
tor the 330 and more when required 
pupils of the Third 
ward district 
school. 
And it was urged that this 
building should hereafter be devoted 
to the later purpose. 
Consistency is a jew el in all matters 
and at all times. 
I am at a 
loss to 
comprehend 
the 
logical deduction. 
If this building can be made sanitary 
and in all other respects suitable for 
th e district school purposes mentioned. 
Why cannot it by the same means, 
be made sanitary and suitable for our 
high school purposes? 
And it is both pertinent and proper 
a t this time, and before committing 
the city to a course 
of action which 
may prove detrimental, to determine 
the fact whether Rock county on high 
moral grounds, by reason of its par 
am ount interest in the present high 
school grounds, may not be induced 
to intervene, should the city essay to 
use such grounds for purposes ether 


a moral view would ba extremely 
slight. 
As to location, none better as re­ 
spects light, air, health and all sani­ 
tary facilities, and the accommodation 
of the city of the future, could be se­ 
lected. 
The argument of some as re­ 
spects the difficulty of approach,would 
be abandoned by them, did they but 
see, as the subscriber, on all school 
days during suitable weather,the busy 
and joyous throng of these same pu­ 
pils, attending this school from all 
quarters of the city,in their rollicking 
runs and sports upon these spacious 


I school grounds; 
and would unite in 
characterizing this pretense of hard­ 
ships of approach as purely sentim en­ 
tal. 
The child of the future should 
have out-of-door exercise in the pure 
air and unobstructed sunlight of ele­ 
vated grounds. Such exercise expands 
and enlarges the physical being and 
clears and strengthens the m ental ca­ 
pacity of the child. 
For educational 
purposes such locations are universally 
selected. 
But my friend Norcross, 
mentioned in your notice, says, “ They 
want it, and we should let them have 
it.” 
To test his sincerity in this re 
gard, permit me to suggest by way of 
inquiry, if the people, any number of 
them, wanted him to illum inate the 
city for all time or shorter time by his 
arc light? would he do it on their aug 
gestion of the want, w ithout further 
consideration? 
I don’t believe he 
would. 
He does not do business in 
that way; he does not give something 
for nothing. 
And here permit the 
query: If it be more exhausting or of 
greater hardship, for a pupil resident 
in the Fourth ward to attend the high 
school as located,than for one resident 
in the Second or Third wards, for that 
purpose,to descend to and return from 
any point in the Fourth ward? And if 
not, why suffer this large indebted­ 
ness to be created at this period of 
financial 
distress, when 
the 
small 
real estate owner can barely save his 
little home from sale on account of 
his present taxes? 
The site for high school building 
proposed by the commissioners is ut­ 
terly unfit for the purpose. 
It is too 
deminutive. 
It is within the range 
spread and influence of#the meiasmatic 
eminations arising'from a polluted and 
fetid river and deleterious business, 
which should by all means be avoided 
iD the location of educational build­ 
ings of this character. 
We know 
what our country and cities were but 
a few years since. 
We have witnessed 
their rapid growth and spread,and parti 
ally at least,comprehend their advance­ 
ment and immensity in a business 
point of view and may if we w ill by 
the retrospection partially grasp and 
appreciate their extent and vastness 
in the future. 
It w ill be but a few 
years in the future when all that sec­ 
tion of the city w est of the river and 
south and east of the present railroad 
lines will be devoted to business pur­ 
poses,— manufacturing buildings and 
warehouses of every description w ill 
fully occupy the space and the ground 
be giidironed, so to say, by switch and 
other tracks of the railroad to accom­ 
modate this business 
locality and 
thereby render it unsafe for school 
children to pass over this section of 
the city. 
When that condition in 
school facilities exists it w ill then be 
necessary probably to divide the high 
school department and erect buildigs 
to meet the contingency to the w est­ 
ward of the railroad tracks outside of 
business influences. 
Were it advisable to change the 
site, or not, and construct a new high 
school building the sum of $53 OOO, 
proposed for that purpose is grossly 
inadequate. 
We should build having 
the future in view, the building should 
be sufficient to accommodate 600 pu­ 
pils, perfect as possible in all its san­ 
itary arrangements, not only comely 
but beautifully its architectural effect, 
heightened by the natural beauties of 
the place and upon which we may be 
pleased to look and admire. 
Ths fur­ 
nishings should be in keeping with 
the building and the school supplied 
with ail the modern appliances, chem- 
iical, philosophical, astronomical and 
otherwise, 
whereby 
knowledge in 
these 
latter 
days 
is 
communi­ 
cated 
in 
such 
schools. 
Such 
building and equipment w ill cost not 
much less than $100,000. 
But it has 
been said the insane asylum w ill cost 
but $90,000. 
You w ill bear in mind, 
gentle reader, that we w ill be build­ 
ing for the living and progressing; 
who have the right to demand, not 
only the necessary facilities for edu 
cating their children, but that their 
taste be gratified. 
The pupils of the Third ward dis­ 
trict are entitled to the legitim ate and 
commodious school facilities as the 
other wards. 
They were originally 
placed in a portion of the high school 
building as 
a 
temporary expedient 
but have causelessly and wrongfully 
been detained there for over thirty 
years, without legitim ate and seper- 
ate district school facilities, while the 
other districts of the city have been, 
and now 
are, abundantly provided 
in that regard at the expense of the 
entire city. 
It is not only contrary to 
justice 
that 
this 
condition 
in 
school m atters should have existed in 
the Third ward, but it is morally 
wrong that the child pupils of the 
district schools should be placed in the 
same buildings on grounds occupied 
by the older pupils of the high schoo 
department. 
To obviate the crowded condition of 


house or otherwise which is strictly 
sanitary, or in near approach to that 
condition, and I cannot contend or 
admit that any can be in advance of 
proper sewerage. 
But where proper 
sewerage exists that condition m aybe 
approached, and where an undue un­ 
sanitary condition exists, either with 
or without such sewerage, the cause 
is traceable aud can measureably be 
remedied. 
But without proper sewer­ 
age no public building can be made 
fully approaching a sanitary condition 
or to remain in the same condition 
any 
length 
of 
time, 
though 
constructed in all other respects in ac­ 
cordance with modern sanitary ideas 
and plans, and if so constructed and 
used as planned, it w ill not continue 
in its original sanitary condition for a 
paned of six months. 
So I claim that 
should the city build a new high 
school building at this place indicated 
by the commissioners, or at any other 
point in the city, in advance of the 
proper sewerage thereof, the sanitary 
condition of such building would, in 
a short space of 
time, be no better 
than the present high school building. 
Proper sewerage, in this country of 
drift formation is especially of prime 
necessity for the health of 
all our 
cities, and should precede the con 
struction of all expensive public build­ 
ings.

A Homemade Affair Constructed Out of 
Heavy Pasteboard Boxes. 
Perhaps the mothers may get a sugges­ 
tion from a description of a doll’s house 
made by a correspondent of The House­ 
keeper for her little girl. 
Here is her de­ 
scription : 
I procured two large boxes made of 
heavy pasteboard and placed one on top 
of the other, thus making a two story 
house. 
The open side of both was left at 
the back, so the little housekeeper could 
readily arrange her furniture to suit her 
fancy. 
Before placing the boxes together I cut 
an opening in the front of the lower one 
for a door. The piece cut out was pierced 
with an awl at proper distances from 
top and bottom and corresponding holes 
pierced in the sides of the opening. 
Through these holes strong thread was 
passed and tied securely, not too tight, 
and our door had hinges and would 
swing. 
A w hite button w ith a shank 
was passed through the door and made 
the knob. 
Over the door in the second 
story was cut an opening for a large win­ 
dow, and to ornam ent it a fancy paper 
border was pasted around to form a cas­ 
ing. The frontdoor had a sim ilar casing. 
The whole front of the house was ren­ 
dered fanciful by gluing firmly on a 
picture fram e of pressed paper, in gothic 
shape, ju st the size of the boxes, form­ 
ing a pretty gabled front. 
These paper 
frames can sometimes be found on cheap 
pictures in the novelty stores. One could 
cut a pointed piece of pasteboard for the 
gable if she chose. 
On the sides of each 
box I cut openings for the windows, two 
for the first and two for the second story. 
A fter the windows and doors were all 
cut the boxes were firmly sewed together 
and the whole outside papered with 
white paper. 
From a green pasteboard 
box I cut blinds, and after lining them 
w ith a lead pencil in im itation of slats 
they were hung, like the door, to opeu 
and shut. 
The outside being finished, the interior 
decoration next claimed attention. 
The 
ceilings and side walls were decorated 
w ith wall paper, and the carpets with 
borders were also of wall paper. “Shelf 
paper” formed lace curtains for win­ 
dows. 
One could use bits of lace or 
the lace paper th at comes in boxes of 
candy or fancy soap. 
From a handsome 
brown pasteboard box a parlor set was 
made—sofa, easy chairs, center table, 
etc. 
A cham ber set consisting of dressing 
case w ith m irror, commode, bedstead 
and three chairs, w ith a smaller bed for 
the baby, was made of red boxes and 
trim m ed w ith bands of gold paper. 
A 
china toilet set, such as can be bought at 
any toyshop for a few cents, furnished 
the commode. 
A quilt, w ith lace trim ­ 
med pillows for each bed, completed this 
chamber. From a black box a cookstove 
was made, set on four tw ist spools, 
blackened w ith ink; a bit of black paper 
rolled around a stick arid glued to posi­ 
tion for the pipe.
